Wnhlngtop, Feb. 13.— 8«na4o» Han^ 
na la pMMlac throush tbe cUmaz of 
his illness and Friday aflernooa it was 
feared ho was dyin^, but Friday night 
lie rallied strongly and thoro ia again 
some hope that he yet may win the 
forlorn fight. Tbe odds are much 
m^nst bla recoTerr* bat the sturdy 
physlqqp of the man aided by oxygen 
and powerful stimulants brought him 
throuRh Friday afternoon when he 
was sintiing rapidly and possibly may 
again. It is now a question how long 
the climax of the terer will last and 
how maar MTOre will be any fur- 
ther acute attacks, for lYlday's spoil 
was "o severe that another probably 
wo\ilil witness the end. Friday's acute 
iiUack came in the form of a riiill 
about 2 o'clock and not long after- 
ward Senator Hanna passed into un- 
conidoasneea not to return again un- 
til around 6 o'clock. His pulse at this 
time ran up to 130 and was so feeble 
It was not perceptible at the wrist. 
Three hours or so later, however, he 
bad shaken off tbe attack to so great 
an extent that Dr. Osier, tbe Balti- 
more pbysiclan in attendancf. came 
from the sick room at 9:3S o'clock 
and said there had been a decided im- 
provement and that the patient's pulse 
was much stronger and had fallen 
nearly 20 pointa. 

Mlse Mary Phelps, the senator's 
niece, was near at hand when the doc- 
tor came from the sick room, and 
when she heard the announcement of 
the rally she asked: "Then you have 
hope, doctor?" 

"Hope!" tbe doctor replied; "of 
eooree there is hope. When a man 
rallies from a sinking spell such as the 
eenator bad aai showed such strength 
afterward there Is the best ground for 
hope." 

The first intimation from the sick 
room .in tbe Arlington hotel Friday 
showeil'the fever to have attained the 
highest pctnt yet reached and tl^e dqo- 
tora looked for the senator's tempera- 
ture to be at its worst during tli(> UA- 
lowing 48 hours, but It unexpectedly 
lowered as tbe day wore on and de- 
velopmente seemed .more favorable. 
About 2 o'clock ia the afternoon, how- 
ever, the high fever was succeeded by 
a sudden (hill which resulted in an 
alarming complication. Powerful 
stimulants were promptly applied. For 
two hours and a half oxygen wae ap- 
plied continuously and later more ir- 
regularly as its good effects began to 
manifest themselves. At one tiine dur- 
ing the sinking spell the pulse was 
scarcely perceptible at tlie wrist. Tlx* 
senator lapsed Into uuconsciousuess 
with the sinking spell. 

Dr. Carter was alone with him at 
the beginning of the attack, but Drs. 
Osier and Rixey were summoned Im- 
mediately and on their arrival the 
three worked Incessantly with their 
patient until the reaction came late in 
t^e afternoon. Prior to the sinking 
spell saline solutions were given and 
strychnine in l>iO grain doses wer^ 
administered, but much more heroic 
remedies were re%prted to during the 
period of tBfe acute attack, in the 
forenoon the senator had been well 
enou^ to be shaved, be making tbe 
request to his brother, H. If. Hanna 

The first indication outiride the sick 
room that Senator llanna's condition 
bad taken a turn for the worse was 
when a messenger was rushed in great 
haste- to a drug store. It became 
kao>wn •peedlly that he had gone for 
oxygen. Mrs. Hanna was out driving 
at the time, but when she returned she 
was promptly advised of the change 
that had Uken place during her brief 
absence, and hurried to the bedsiilo 
of her husband, where she remained 
constantly throughout the period of 
greatest danger. As the messenger 
was hastened from the hotel for oxy- 
gen Miss Phelps, the senator's niece, 
came hurriedly into the lobby of tbe 
hotel and summoned H. M. Hanna, a 
brother, to the apartments upstairs. 
Me remained and aent some die* 
patchea. The newa ^uiekly spread that 
the senator was in a sinking condition 
and the nimibi r of callei-s and inquir- 
ies which had come lu greater number 
Friday than at any time previous were 
vaatly augmented. 

At 11 o'clock Drs. Rixey, Osier and 
Carter issued tbe following biUletin 
about Senator Hanna: 

'At 11 o'clock the' senator baa react- 



Tem- 
perature 101, pulse 120, reivMitiOB 32.

Waehingtoa. Feb. 18.— Senate— The 
aanato Friday llatened to the reading 
by Mr. Carmak of a speech prepared 

by Mr. Morgan in opixisitlon to the 
president's policy with reference to an 
isthmian canal and also considered the 
bUl appropriating $200,000 to ex-Queen 
Uluokalaaal, ot HawaU. Speeches In 
support of the bill were made by Mr. 
Blackburn and Mr. Mitchell and in op- 
position by Mr. Spooner and Mr. Piatt 
(Ct). Mr. Spooner moved to recom- 
mit tbe measure, but the vote on this 
motion falle^ to develop a quorum, so 
the senate was toreed to adjoora until 
Monday. 

House-7Speaker Cannon took the 
bit in his teeth and ran completely 
away with legislative precedent in the 
honse. Incidentally ho broke all pre> 
vious records in the dispatch ot pri- 
vate pension bllls» Under his guidance 
320 of these measures of relief were 
passed by the house in 155 minutes. 
Nearly tlie whole of this time was con- 
sumed In committee of the whole. The 
house passed the bills "en bloc" under 
unanimous consent, which tbe speaker 
bad asked for. Ahout half of the bills 
were disposed of under this request 
without amendment.

The objec- 
tion was withdrawn, whereupon the 
remaining bills were declared passed 
without even the formality of having 
the clerk read their numbers.

•ICRITARY HAY'S NOTE. 



Russia la Kvidently Not Prepared to 
Answer a% Thia Time. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 13.— Russia Is 
evidently not prepared at this time to 
give an answer to the United States 

to Secretary Hay's note on the subject 
of the neutrality of China. As prevl 
ously stated in these dispatches hos 
tilities having begun, the military au 
thorlties must be consulted and the 
czar doubtless will refer the matter to 
Viceroy Alexletf if he has not already 
done so. Russia, it can be said, is cer 
lainly as anxious as the United States 
that the war cause no ri.slngs or dis 
orders in China;' indeed, the attitude 
of China is already causing some mis- 
givings here, as she has not yet de 
clared her neutrality. 

It Is thought here that the action of 
the Japanese in flooding Peking with 
posters relating to their victories iv 
part of a well-laid campaign projected 
from the beginning to break down 
Russia's prestige in China for tbe pur 
pose of ultimately effecting the«union 
of the two races, which would make 
the "yellow peril" a reality. 

Russia has already learned of the 
position taken by several ixjwers re- 
garding Secretary's note. 

Germany and Great Britain, it Is 
understood, both express sympathy 
with Its purpose, but with an impor- 
tant reservation concerning Manchu- 
ria, which is now the theater of war. 
Germany's views in this respect were 
anticipated, but Great Britain's failure 
to give Secretary Hay unqualified sup- 
poit has caused surprise here.

PRESUMED THE CENSOR ISA! WORK 



This Haa Given Blae to the BeUef That 

Important Events Are 
Taking Place. 



The Japs Will Bring Into Use a New 
Explosive, Which Is Alleged to Be 
More Powerful Than Any 
Hitherto Dieeovered. 

London, Feb. 13. — Silence has fallen 
over the far eaat Not a word of news 
ia to be bad here except the report 
given out at the 'JapanejM legation of 
thf ahelllng ot two Japanese mMohant 
vessels by four Russian warships, and 
the report from Viceroy Alexleff of 
the blowing up of the Russian torpe- 
do transport Yenisei. 

This long silence baa given rise to 
the belief that isnlortaiit ereati are 

transpiring. 

A dispatch to tbe Dally Mirror from 
Toklo sayg that tho Japanese have 
blown up a portion of the Siberian rail- 
road, but this is probably only a repe- 
tition of previqua similar reports. 

The Daily Mail learns tbe Japanese 
will bring Into use a new explosive, 
which Is alleged to be more powerful 
than any hitherto discovered. 

It is announced that the Imperial 
bank of Russia at St. Petersburg has 
raised the rates of discount one per 
cent. 

The correspondent of the Times at 

Wei Hal Wei, in a dispatch dated Feb- 
ruary 11, says tho steamer Fu Hlng, 
which Is taking Chinese refugees to 
Shanghai, has brought the following 
account of the Port Arthur engage- 
ment: 

The garrisons of the Port Arthur 
forts were absent from their stations, 
so rttaliation wa.-; iuii«>ssilile Day- 
light showed two Russian battleships 
and one cruiser apparently total 
wrecks. The Japanese attack was re- 
sumed in the morning when another 
battleship was disabled and beached. 
The fire from the forts compelled the 
Japanese to retire. The Riis.sian fleet 
appeared to be completely demoral- 
ised and their torpadoes were useless 
against tbe Japaaoae. 

Tbe Fu Hlng, which was flying the 
British flag, moved out as she held 
a Russian permit to ga Tbe guard- 
ship, however, fired three shells at her, 
which resulted in the wounding of five 
of her Chinese crew. Capt. Gray, com- 
manding the Fd Hlng, then boarded 
the guardsbip and obtained permUwion 
to pro(eed. after he had signed a 
promise not to divulge what had oc- 
curred. The Russians said they were 
very sorry they had fired on his ship. 



Russian Torpedo Transport Blown Up. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 13.— A report 
has been n'ceived from Viceroy Alex- 
left saying that the Russian torpedo 
tra9sport Yenisei has been t)lown up 
as tbe result of accidentally striking 
a mine at Port Arthur. The Yenisei 
sank and Capt. Stepanoff, three offl 
cers and 91 men were lost. 



JAPANESE MERCHANT SHIPS. 



They Were Fired Upon By Russian 
Warships and One Sunk. 

Washington. Feb. 13.— The Japanese 
legation Friday evening received the 

followiuK dispatch under date of To 
kio, February 11: "Two small Japan- 
ese merchant ships, Zenslio-Maru and 
Nakon Oura Maru, while on their way 
to Otaru (a port on tho western coast 
of Yezo laland), from Sakata (a port 
on the northern coaat of the main is 
land of Japan), were flred on February 
11 by four Russian men-of-war off tbe 
coast of Aomorl prefecture and the 
latter was sunk, while the former had 
a narrow eeeapo. The Ruasian men- 
of-war are etill seen off the western 
coaat of Yezo island. They are sup- 
posed to be the first-class cruisers 
which have been shut up at V'ladivo- 
stock and tried some time ago to Joiu 
the main squadron at Port Arthur."
